DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

1 . Claims 61 , 63, 65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pickering 
et al-4, 194,509. 

As to claims 61, 63, 65, Pickering-'509 (Figs. 1-6) discloses an embodiment of 
connection proximal shaft 16 to distal shaft 10 by heat shrink tubing 24. 

2. Claims 61 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Holman 
et al-6,837,897. 

Holtman (Figs. 11-12) shows proximal shaft 116 overlaps and connects distal shaft 105 
as recited in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Applicant has provided evidence in this file showing that the invention was owned by, or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to, the same entity as the present invention at the time 
this invention was made, or was subject to a joint research agreement at the time this invention 
was made. However, reference Holman et al. 6,837,897 additionally qualifies as prior art under 
another subsection of 35 U.S.C. 102, and therefore, is not disqualified as prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 103(c). 

Applicant may overcome the applied art either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that 
the invention disclosed therein was derived from the invention of this application, and is 
therefore, not the invention "by another," or by antedating the applied art under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Claims 64, 66, 68-74 and 88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Holman et al-6,837,897 in view of Crittenden-5,290,247. 

As to claim 64, a thermoplastic polymer being substantially not cross-linked is well 
known in the art for making a heat shrink tubing. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to use a polymeric material as recited in the claim to 
make a heat shrink tubing. 

As to claims 66, 68-74 and 88, Holman-'897 (Fig. 11-12) shows a connection between 
proximal tube 144, distal tube 105, sleeve 116 and inner tube 108 substantially as recited in the 
claims, except for applying sleeve 1 16 around the exterior surfaces of proximal tube 144 and 
distal tube 105 with an exit port for inner tube 108 as claimed. However, Crittenden-'247 (Figs. 
4B and 1 1 , for example) discloses an embodiment of connection proximal shaft of tubing 1 56/ 
helical wire 162 to distal shaft 152 by heat shrink tubing covering the exterior surfaces of tubing 
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156/ helical wire 162 and distal shaft 152 (col. 7, lines 1-9). It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the Hollman-'897 connection to 
have sleeve 106 heat shrinkable to heat shrink down on the exterior surfaces of proximal tube 
144 and 105 with an inner shaft 105 as recited in the claims as this configuration is just another 
choice of design for the connection of proximal tube 114, distal tube 105 and inner tube 108 with 
heat shrink sleeve 116.
